Murder on Georgia Highways 


The Constitution Joins State Patrol 
‘In Fight To Reduce Tratfic’s Toll 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 

A tragedy 10 ‘times worse than the 
disastrous Winecoff Hotel fire! 

That’s the State Patrol’s accurate de- 
scription of the annual slaughter on Geor- 
gia highways. 

Every 50 minutes of the day and night 
somewhere on the 15,227 miles of hard 
surface roads which line the state there is 
a screaming skid of auto tires ...a crash 
. .. broken bodies and, in one out of each 
nine accidents, another invisible grave- 
stone to haunt the peaceful countryside. 

In an attempt to reduce these stagger- 
ing losses in life and property, The Atlan- 
ta Constitution is joining with the State 
Patrol and other safety-minded groups to 
bring the hazards of highway travel 
squarely before the citizens of Georgia. 

Working closely with investigating of- 
ficers, The Constitution will shine the spot- 
light on the locations and causes of tragic 
accidents, the weak links in laws govern- 
ing the control of traffic, point out the co- 
operation of courts, or the lack of it, with 
law enforcement officers and propose such 
measures as are necessary to make the 
highways safe again. 

“We in the State Patrol believe this 
condition could be corrected if the people 
of this state were shocked into a realiza- 
tion of just what is happening,” declared 
Lt. Col. E. S. Burke, director of the pa- 
trol’s safety education division. ‘“‘We are 
losing more Georgia people in highway 
accidents than in the Korean war.” 
RIBBONS OF DEATH | 

Georgia highways are rapidly becoming 
forbidding ribbons of death. Last vear 
these highways ran red with the blood of 
948 persons who died and 8,532 others 
who were injured in 18,500 auto accidents. 

Last year’s toll was an increase of 44 
deaths, 86 injuries and 6,013 accidents over 
1950. 

Twisted wreckage marked every mile 
post along the 5,128 miles of U. S. num- 
bered highways in Georgia during 1951. A 
person was injured for each mile and a 
half. Someone died for each 14 miles. 

On state and federal highways com- 
bined, an accident occurred last year for 
each mile and a half, an injury each two 
and a half miles and a death each 27 miles. 

That a great percentage of the high- 


a 


way slaughter is needless is borne out by 
State Patrol surveys, which show: 

The greatest number of accidents, par- 
ticularly those with fatalities and injuries, 
occurred on straight roads ... on clear 
days... and during daytime hours. 

Since the patrol was organized in 1936, 
9,634 people have died on highways over 
the state. For every one killed, nine other's 
were injured . . . some of them maimed 
for life. 

PICTURE MORE HORRIBLE 


Each year the picture is virtually the 
same, except that there is always an in- 
crease in deaths, injuries and the amount 
of property destroyed. This is the picture: 

Eighty-seven per cent of drivers in- 
volved in accidents live in Georgia. 

Sixty-eight per cent of drivers involved 
in rural accidents reside within 25 miles of 
the scene of the accident. 

One out of every five drivers involved 
in accidents where a death or injury re- 
sulted is a drinking driver. 

Excessive speed vies with drinking 
drivers as the top cause of highway kill- 
ing. 

Most accidents occur in sections where 
punishment for traffic violations is known 
to be light. 

More accidents occur on Saturday than 
any other day of the week. 

More than one-fifth of persons killed 
are under 19 years of age. 

Fifty-six per cent of all accidents oc- 
cur during the daytime, with 38 per cent 
at night, three per cent at dusk and one 
per cent at dawn. 

Of fatal accidents, 54 per cent happen 
during daylight hours, 40 per cent at night, 
four per cent at dusk and one per cent at 
dawn. 

One driver in every eight involved in 
a fatal accident is 15 vears of age or under; 
one in every 21 in such accidents is 15 to 19 
years of age; one in every 14 such ac- 
cidents is 20 to 24 and one in every 19 is 
65 or over. 

Eighty-three per cent of those killed 
and 70 per cent of those injured in grade- 
crossing accidents are between 15 and 45 
years of age; 93 per cent of these accidents 
occur when the road surface is dry and the 
weather clear.

board, headed by UAW President 
Walter P. Reuther, removed the 
five officers because it said it was 
convinced they were ‘‘members of 
or subservient to the Communist 
Party.”’ 


LOCAL REFUSES VERDICT 

Those removed from office were 
Paul Boatin, chairman of the mo- 
tor plant unit; John Gallo, record- 
ing secretary of the motor plant 
unit: Nelson Davis, vice-chairman 
of the Dearborn iron foundry unit; 
David Moore, vice-chairman of the 
gear and axle unit, and Fdward 
Lock, chairman of the plastics 
unit. 

All of those removed had been 
found guilty of being either Com- 
munists or subservient to the Com- 
munist Party at a union trial in 
1950. Later the Local 600 general 
council refused to accept the ver- 
dict and adjudged them innocent 
of the charges. 

Sunday’s meeting was the first 
step taken by the administrative 
board since it was appointed to 
take over Local 600. The board 
will take over the Local 600 head- 
quarters, records, funds and other 
physical properties Monday, Reu- 
ther said. 


TOP OFFICERS NEXT? 

Reuther declined to say whether 
Sunday's action indicated that the 
four top officials of Local 600 
would remain in office during the 
tenure of the board.

In 1951 the toll was 948 persons killed 
and 8,532 others hurt in 18,500 accidents. On

Walter Reuther and his UAW-CIO board 
have wasted no time in moving in on the 
Communists within their order.

The directive to Ford Local 600 to fire 
any officers found to be.

in the front seat, the reach for a match or a 
lighter to start a cigarette, the crisis at the 
office or the quarrel with the wife at the 
breakfast table. 

Or the reason may be that of the driver 


of the car which hit a utility pole on an At- 


lanta street Saturday, the wreck injuring 
five people. 

“IT looked over my shoulder to talk to 
someone in the back seat,” the driver said in 
explaining why he lost control. 

Driving an automobile is full-time busi- 
ness which takes two arms, two eyes, two 
ears and a clear head. 

Once we can establish that basic fact in 
the minds of all Georgians we can hope for 
a reduction in the maiming and murder on 
our roads. 

With that aim in view, The Constitution 
initiates this campaign for highway safety. 
We can think of no better service than the 
saving of lives.

Y Rides the Roads 


Within recent weeks has come the heartening 
word from the world of science that two new 
drugs show tremendous promise in the cure of 

tuberculosis. Realization of the hopes for these new medical weap- 
ons will lift hearts and ease suffering throughout the world, for tu- 
berculosis is one of the leading fatal foes of mankind. Death comes 
in many forms, however, and today there is a killer loose in Geor- 
gia whose ravages are taking a greater toll than does the germ of 


tuberculosis. 
system: highway accidents. 

As late as 1949 highway 
deaths ranked tenth among the 
10 leading causes of death in 
Georgia, but today this. manner 
of doom has risen to sixth place. 
Ranking below it are diseases of 
the kidney, in seventh place, and 
tuberculosis, in eighth place. The 


killer of the highways is no re- 
spector of age, Even in the age 
group of one to four years he 
takes his toll. The men of medi- 
cine have made great progress in 
erasing the fatal diseases of 
childhood, but they can do noth- 
ing with the killer loose on the 
roads, In the 1-4 group highway 
accident is in sixth place as a 
cause of death. 


As a child leaves infancy, 
the killer goes with him, 
climbing to the second spot as 
cause of death in the 5-to-14- 
age group. Ranked below 
highway death are rheumatic 
fever, influenza and  pneu- 
monia, tuberculosis, and heart 
disease. 


It is in the ranks of youth that 
the killer exacts his greatest toll. 
Within the years 15 through 24, 
death on the highway is the 
principal foe of life. The young 
person within these age brack- 
ets may well worry about bodily 
ills which may lay siege to his 
health, but his principal con- 
cern should be with the highway 
and its zooming messengers of

Highway death 
to eighth place in the 
causes of death between the ages 
of 45 and 65, and above it leaves 
the list of top-10 diseases. 
Analysis of the location of the 
902 highway deaths occurring in 
1950 reveals they come more or 
less in bunches, There are 25 


counties which had nine or more 
highway deaths in that year. 
Grouped together on this list in 
the northwest section of the 
state are Bartow, Floyd, Cobb, 
DeKalb, Fulton, Coweta, and, 
in middle Georgia, Troup. 


There is another grouping of 
highway death in southwest 
Georgia, where Decatur, Mitch- 
Thomas, Colquitt, and Tift 
Counties all had nine or more 
fatalities. These counties also 
touch one upon another. The 
arbitrary setting of the figure 
nine as the dividing line of in- 
clusion might lead to question- 
ing of the validity of the death 
groupings, and study of another 
year might bring a revision of 
the listing. 

Metropolitan centers naturally 
are principal areas of highway 
death, The thronged highways 
and streets of Fulton brought 
death to 110 persons in 1950. 
There were 19 deaths in* De- 
Kalb; 27 in Bibb; 31 in Mus- 
cogee; 22 in Richmond; 15 in 
Thomas; 15 in Tift, and 44 in 
Chatham. 

Highway death is a state- 
wide disease. It courses through 
all our arteries of public trans- 
portation. Combatting it is the 
personal responsibility of each 
driver.

WASHINGTON—Looking back over the New 

Hampshire primary results, it seems all the more 

7 amazing now that President Truman’s political 
advisers should have led him into the mistake of filing there as an 
uncertain candidate against Senator /Estes Kefauver. Mr. Truman, 
of course, took a bad beating at the hands of the tall Tennesseean 
of coonskin cap and Senate crime investigation committee fame. 
What is amazing about it is that the President’s managers were un- 
able to see where he had everything to lose and nothing to gain by 
entering him as a candidate in the small New England state. 


Even if the President had won 
the mere handful of New Eng- 
land delegates it would have 
been meaningless. He could have 
won by a small margin and still 
come out with a loss of prestige, 
since everyone had expected 
him not only to beat Kefauver, 
but to beat him badly. To have 
defeated the Tennessee senator 
would have carried little polit- 
ical significance; to lose to him 
was a bitter blow. 


The White House has never 
shown any friendliness to the 
Kefauver candidacy and per- 
haps the President's advisers 
thought it would be a smart 
move to overwhelm it in the 
beginning—in the first pref- 
erential primary state. But 
they reckoned without the 
cost to the President if it 
failed. Nor is it logical to sup- 
pose that anything would have 
been accomplished if the move 
had succeeded, 


The whole maneuver appears 
to be one of those things that 
was not thought out very well 
before it was launched. Chair- 
man Frank McKinney of the 
Democratic national committee 
is credited with causing Mr. 
Truman to change his mind 
about entering the New Hamp- 
shire contest. First it was an- 
nounced that he would not en- 
ter, then later it was decided 
that he would file, though the 
White House emphasized that 
this did not necessarily mean 
the President would be a can- 
didate for re-election. 


From the way it was all 
handled—or more appropriately, 
mishandled—Senator Kefauver 
was‘able to raise an effective 
issue on a pig in the poke busi- 
ness, He drove home the point 
that New Hampshire Democrats, 
under the circumstances, could 
not know whom they were vot- 
ing for in casting their lot with 
the uncertain Truman candi- 
dacy. The President would un- 
doubtedly have fared better if 
he had been a declared candi- 
date for renomination, 


Another thing that appeared 
to make the New Hampshire 
move futile was that it has been 


generally conceded Mr. Tru- 
man will be able to command 
the nomination if he wants it. 
He could let the primary states 
go by default and still control 
the situation. Hence, here was 
another reason why he had 
everything to lose and little or 
nothing to gain by offering him=- 
self in a popularity contest. 

In the light of the way things 
turned out, Senator Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio, who was defeated 
for the Republican presidential 
preference by General Dwight 
Eisenhower, can also be accused 
of making a major mistake in 
going into New Hampshire. He 
might easily have sidestepped it 
by saying that the cards were 
stacked” against him there from 
all of the top state GOP leaders 
being aligned with the Eisen- 
hower camp. 

But Taft’s case was a bit dif- 
ferent. He had far more to gain 
than to lose, it seemed. Had he 
defeated General Ike there, it 
probably would have been the 
end of the Eisenhower boom. As 
it is, it can only be said that he 
has suffered a setback in his 
initial primary try.

Malaria has been com- 
batted among U. S. troops in Korea 
by dosages of another drug, chloro- 
quine. This drug. like old-fashioned 
quinine and the drug atabrine used 
in World War II, is neither a com- 
plete preventative nor a complete 
cure for malaria. 

The Army says it has found 
primaquine particularly effective 
against the phase of malaria when 
it appears in the liver cells. This 
finding has led to the use of both 
chloroquine and primaquine for 
all troops returning from Korea by 
surface ship since last December. 
The treatment takes 14 consecutive 
days, so men returning by air 
have not all been given the treat- 
ment.

charged Sunday that the United) 
States is unfit for world leadership 
and that American economic policy | 
-is “doing more damage to Western | 
Europe than Stalin can ever do.’’ | 

The Labor Party rebel told a/'| 
political meeting that Western | 
Europe is ‘‘making a very great 
mistake in allowing the intellectual | 
and moral leadership of the world 
to fall into the hands of the United 
States. 

“NOT ANTI-AMERICAN” 


“T am _  =~»not_ anti-American,” 
Bevan claimed, ‘‘but I don't be- 
lieve the American nation has the 
experience, sagacity or sel f- 
restraint necessary for world lead- 
ership at this time. 

“They are engaged in the most 
tremendous rearmament program 
the world has ever seen and I 
cannot see any sense in it. 

‘“‘We all know that America is 
very powerful. We all. know that 
at the same time that America is 
earrying out this rearmament 
program she is carrying out fiscal 
policies that are ruining Western 
Europe. 


“I say to my American friends 
that their economic and fiscal poli- 
cies are doing more damage to 
Western Europe than Stalin can 
ever do. 

‘“‘When are we going to tell the 
United States that she cannot have 
Britain on any terms? Why should 
we be subjected to the humiliation 
of always having to accept dic- 
tated terms?” 

Bevan resigned as minister of 
health in the last Socialist govern- 
ment on the grounds that a three- 
year $13,000,000.000 rearmament 
program would wreck the British 
economy. 

FOUGHT REARMAMENT 


Since then he and his followers 
- have fought the rearmament pro- 
gram which is backed by the Con- 
servatives and the majority of the 
Labor Party. 

Bevan did not say which Ameri- 
can economic policies were, in 
his opinion, wrecking Western Eu- 
rope. 

The stormy petrel of the Labor 
Party belittled fears of war with 
Russia, saying that as soon as the 
United Nations reacted sharply to 
aggression in Korea, ‘‘the danger 
of Korea spreading into a general 
War ceased.”’ |

He said in one sense the bap- 
tismal rite could be looked upon 
as ‘‘against the laws of nature’’ 
because children are born unhbap- 
tized. 

‘But just nature is not enough,”’ 
he said, to bring people into the 
family of Christ. ‘Something is 
missing in us when we are born 


and we need the ‘something more’ 


that baptism bestows upon us.” 
CHURCH LIFE 

In addition to bringing a person 
into the Christian community, the 
Rev. Mr. Warren said baptism also 
is meant ‘‘to incorporate this in- 
dividual Into the life of this 
church,”’ 

The traditional Episcopal serv- 
ice really begins when members of 
the congregation kneel in prayer 
for a few moments immediately 
after they are seated. This means 
that latecomers may be seen 
kneeling in prayer momentgrily 
when the rest of the congregation 
is standing to sing a hymn. 

An Episcopalian will perform 
this simple ritual in other church- 
es as well as his own, 


CHOIR PROCESSION 


The beginning and end of an 
Episcopalian service are marked 
by a procession of the choir led by 
an acolyte bearing a cross and fol- 
lowed by the rector. ‘‘Procession- 
al’’ and ‘‘Recessional’’ hymns are 
sung during the processions. 

All Saints like most Episcopal 
churches in Atlanta holds a ‘‘coffee 
hour’’ immediately after the 11 
o'clock service at which members 
of the congregation get together.

Food is a diversion. People 
often turn to eating when they 
are unhappy, anxious, depressed 
and when they are merely bored. 
But this hankering to eat some- 
thing isn’t hunger in the true 
sense, and eating to assuage 
some vague feelings of dissatis- 
faction only creates another 
problem ... overweight. 


EMOTIONS AND APPETITE 

Carry this further . . . those 
who react to an emotional upset 
by a temporary loss of appetite, 
lose weight. But once the tension 
is relieved or the period of worry 
passes and they get back on an 
even keel, the physical need for 
food encourages a return of 
normal appetite. 

Why shouldn't appetite 
back to normal for those who 
turn to overeating during stress 
and strain periods? Habit. The 
elevated pattern of eating can 
quickly become fixed. Here a 
physical factor is involved. The 
stomach is an elastic arrange- 
ment, the walls of which can be 
expanded. Overeating for even a 
short period of time stretches the 
stomach. 

Appetite grows accordingly, for 
the satisfied feeling of having 
enough to eat isn’t reached until 
tension is exerted from within on 
the muscular walls of the stom- 
ach. Since that organ is now 
stretched, it takes more food to 
satisfy. So false appetite leads to 
continued overeating. 

FALSE HUNGER 

This explains why you feel 
hungry. You may contenc that 
on a reducing diet you feel weak 
and depressed. That is partly in 
the mind... you expect to be. 
On a diet that meets all nutri- 
tional needs with only the cal- 
ories lessened, you will not be 
hungry in true sense of physical 
hunger. Once you face the fact 
that your appetite, for one reason 
or another, is making unreason- 
able demands, it will be easier to 
get a better perspective. 

To curb the appetite by a de- 
termined effort of the will, how- 
ever, is not enough. It is impor- 
tant to recognize the cause of 
the unreasonable appetite and 
give earnest thought to solving 
the problem.

Mrs.Ward Wight Turns Grandmother’s 
Mud Pie Play to Art

One of Mrs. Ward Wight’s nine grandchildren startled a caller 
one afternoon by announcing that “grandma is out in the back 


making lady mud pies.’’ 

But the truth was that Mrs. 
Wight was in her ceramic studio 
in the garage at the rear of her 
Peachtree Rd. home, making the 
unusual little figurines, flower 
bowls and ash trays which can 
well be called antiques for the 
future. 

A trip to California where she 
visited a daughter, Mrs. Richard 
Beard, was the beginning of the 
hobby pursued by this popular 
Atlantan, who says that most of 
her figurines are ‘“‘song titles 
come to life.’’ 

While in the West she became 
interested in the ceramic indus- 
try and took some lessons. Upon 
her return home she read books 
on the subject, bought a kiln and 
began her hobby. 


DEVELOPS FORMULA 

**Every artist has his own set 
of secret formulas. Teachers 
never tell clay secrets, so I had 
to develop my own process and 
formula. I worked four months 
mixing this and that until at last 
a certain ingredient out of my 
kitchen cabinet did the trick. 
Now it’s my secret.” 

By perfecting this detail, Mrs. 
Wight has eliminated the tedious 
job of kneading and rolling clay 


with a rolling pin. She can cut 
out her figurines with scissors in 
the same manner as she would a 
dress. 

She has learned how to use 
real lace, tatting and rickrack 
braid, on her clav figures. To 
date Mrs. Wight has made more 
than 200 figures. Thev are all 
originals for each mould is de- 
stroyed after use. 


TITLES COME ALIVE 

Mrs. Wight, after experiment- 
ing with porcelain, is now using 
it as a basic ingredient instead 
of clay. She found porcelain is 
easier to work. It gives the ef- 
fect of delicate china. 

She models each face on her 
figurines an oval blank. She be- 
lieves features are unimportant 
unless you're a portrait artist. 
Mrs. Wight is interested in cre- 
ating rhythmic figures, not well- 
shaped noses. In making her lit- 
tle figurines she actually makes 
song titles come alive — each 
model represents a song. 

Mrs. Wight says that her real 
hobby is organic gardening. Her 
vegetable plot provides fresh 
vegetables all year around for 
the family table.

Those Were the Good OI Days! 


In these days of fast disappearing wildlife in Georgia, it is inter- 
esting to read some of the accounts of conditions in the past. About 
1700 one writer speaks casually of a recent game check that showed 
“herds of buffalo numbering at least 10,000” were to be found “be- 
tween Darien and Sapelo.” Charles Wesley in one of his letters 
speaks of “Gen. Oglethorpe and a party of friends who are away on | 
a trip shooting buffalo.” In 1780 William Bartram wrote that in 
north Georgia he watched great herds of deer cross the trail show- | 
ing no signs of fear. He also described wild turkeys flying over in | 
such large numbers “that they darkened the sun.” By 1790 the buf- 
falo were gone and other wildlife so thinned out that the Assembly

A writer, commenting on the 
American habit of overeating 
| and being always hungry, con- 
cludes this is ‘‘part of the price 
we pay for forgetting our high 


hygiene.’”’ 

What! Physiology and hygiene 
lessons in an American high 
school? Oh, yes, perhaps the 
biology textbook gives a word or 
a whole sentence here and there 
to these vulgar subjects, but for 
health’s sake it is just as well if 
we-do forget that. 

The editorial writer courage- 
ously asserts that much of the 
“‘education’’ of the public today 
is carried on by venders of sug- 


breads and pastries and other 
over-processed foodstuffs. 

Then he mentions two prevail- 
ing misconceptions, (1) that fat 
is a sign of health and (2) that 
grains, meats, fruits and vege- 
tables generally profit from 
processing. ' 

The truth is that much food 
value is lost or diverted because 
of processing and, as the writer 
asserts, ‘‘no amount of chemical 
injection can restore raw food 
elements which have been ex- 
tracted.”’ 

There the editorial writer is In 
danger of incurring the displeas- 
ure of the National Research 
Council Committee on Food and 
Nutrition, the ‘‘authorities’’ who 
sanction the practice of doctoring 
white flour, which even they are 
compelled to admit is nutritional- 
ly inadequate, with bits of a few 
of the cheaper vitamins of which 
wheat flour is robbed in the mill- 
ing, refining and bleaching proc- 
esses. As the editorial writer ob- 
served, this phony “enrichment” 
of white flour does not restore 
the essential vitamins and min- 
erals which have been extracted. 
It does give the vendors the face 
to assure the gullible American 
publie that bread made of this 
“enriched” flour is “just as 
good’’ as whole wheat bread. In 
other words the self-constituted 
authorities have the unmitigated 
nerve to tell us most of the vita- 
mins and minerals in the staff of 
life are of no value in human nu- 
trition, only the two or three 
cheapest ones being needed to 
prevent beri beri, pellagra and 
other deficiency diseases. They 
get away with it not because we 
have forgotten our high school 
lessons in physiology and _ hy- 
giene but because such nasty 
subjects are not treated serious- 
ly in the public schools.
